They met him, about the

shown to his proposition by any of them, 
except those who were already under- 
stood to be anti-slavery in their convic- 
tions: while the rest were decidedly un- 
favorable in their comments. 


As ho told me afterwards, "when the

specified time, he would follow it with a 
second Proclamation, which should bo' 
mned directly at the institution itself.

While thus wearily waiting, in the most 
mteima excitement, Secretary Stanloii 
hurriedly entered the Executive Chamber 
with the glad news that u long special 
telegram was, at that very hour, "oing 
over the wires to a New York paper'with 
the details—that the battle had resulted 
in u decisive victory—and that a copy of 
Uic dispatch was coming into the War 
f— .„.» 
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Department telegraph office 
from New 


fork, as fast as it was being received 
there. 


The hours had struck at last! On the 


L1M of September, the President hurled 
his thunderbolt against this powerful in- 
stitution, before which Presidents and 
courts, 
Congresses

quailed ; but whose "rights" under the 
Constitution and the Union, it had so 
ilmvisnly jonpirilwo.1 by iu bloody war 
against both. 


The Confederate Government its Con- 


gress and Cabinet, its generals and edi- 
tors, laughed this preliminary Proclama- 
tion to scorn—another proof of the faith- 
fulness of the ancient axiom : "Whom tho 
gods wish to destroy, the first mako mad."

Prince Imperial in his moment of peril, 
has just died, of a broken spirit, at Kur- 
rachec, in the Bombay Presidency, where 
he has served the last three years with 
his regiment, the N inety-eightli. He was 
the nephew of a distinguished officer, 
General Jackson Carey, and came of a 
Guernsey family which contributed many 
gallant soldiers and sailors. A few months 
after ha entered tbe service he distin- 
guished himself in an expedition against 
the Indians of Yucatan. 
When his first 


regiment, the Third West Indian, broke 
up, he gained further distinction in the 
Franco-Prussian war, doing duty with an 
ambulance at Tours, where he was thrice 
taken prisoner.

PBACTirAL HINTS. 


Uncooked meats should not be placed 


directly on ice, as the juices are with- 
drawn in this wav. 
Neither should they 


be kept in wrapping paper, but put, un- 
covered, in a dish or pan and then placed 
on the ice. 


A sure and simple way of covering 


jelly tumblers is to lay a "lump of paraf- 
fine on the hot jelly, letting it melt and 
spread over the top. 
If any doubt exists 


as to the jelly being hard enough for 
such treatment, the paraffine can be 
melted and poured over at any time. It 
is more successful as an air-tight cover- 
ing than the white of an egg and similar 
appliances, and is easily removed by 
slipping a knife around the edges. The 
whole cake which comes off can be used 
another year. 


One of the smaller annoyances in rail- 


road travel arises from cinders in the 
eye. A simple and effective cure may 
be found in one or two grains of flaxseed, 
which can be placed in tlie eye without 
pain or injury. 
As they dissolve, a gluti- 


nous substance is formed, which cnvel- 
pes any foreign body that may be under 
he lid, and the whole is easily washed 
ut. 
A dozen of these seeds should con- 


titute a part of every traveler's outfit. 


Nothing is better for whitening gar- 


ments, particularly those that have be- 
come yellow from being laid aside for 
several months, than a teaspoonful of 
borax dissolved in the rinsing water.

How It IN IDonc. 


The seemingly impossible tricks of ma- 


gicians, when the modus-operandi is ex- 
plained, show how simple they are in 
reality. 
For instance, the Indian box 


trick, which was performed here recently 
and is a favorite one with magicians, is> 
just as simple as any of the minor feats. 
This trick is performed, according to the 
New York Sun, as follows •—A big rour-h 
box is brought on the stage, and several 
gentlemen are invited to examine it. 
They find an empty box as roughly made 
as a packing case. 
The nails seem to run 


through the corners, the ends clinched in 
the wood. The magician's assistant is 
put into a bag. 
Its end is tied up and 


sealed. The box is tied round and round 
with rope, as well as locked. The bagaed- 
up man is laid on the tied-up box, and a 
screen is drawn in front for a short time. 
When the screen is drawn back, the empty 
bag is seen with unbroken seal lying on 
the tied-up box, which, when the cords 
are untied and the lock is opened, is 
found to contain the" man. 
The only diffi- 


culty is the bag part. There must be 
two bags, one within another. The junc- 
tion of their mouths is concealed by the 
magician, who with great show of zeal 
ties the mouths with his handkerchief, at 
tmt portion, and then inviies the com- 
mittees to tie and seal the protruding 
ends of a bag which is "really alongside of 
his assistant inside another bag, con6ned 
simply by the handkerchief. 
The nails 


of the box are shams at one end, being 
simply heads and points which do not 
meet. The end swings in like a trap-door 
when properly manipulated. 
The assist- 


ant lays the sealed-up bag on top of the 
box, creeps in the end, easily pushing 
past the rope, and then returns the end 
to its place. 
Thus the lid of the box on 


which the committee expended their ex- 
ertions remains undisturbed.

This gas is exceedingly 
poison jus, in small quantities, producing 
hcadai lies, giddiness, weakness, nausea, 
etc , and in large quantities prostiation 
and death.

are then laid on boards to dry, and after a 
few hours are removed to sheets of corru- 
gated /inc, the corrugations serving to 
prevent the pencils from warping during 
the process of baking, to which they are 
next subjected in a kiln, into which super- 
heated steam is introduced in pipes the 
temperature being regulated according to 
the requirements of the articles exposed 
to its ii flucnce. From the kiln the arti- 
cles go to the finishing and packing room, 
where the ends are thrust for a second 
under lapid revolving emory wheels, and 
withdrawn neatly and smoothly pointed 
ready for use. They are then packed in 
pasteboard boxes, each containing 100 
pencils, and these 
boxes, in turn, are 


packed for shipment in wooden boxes 
containing 100 each, or 10,000 pencils in 
a shipping box. 
Nearly all the work is 


done bv boys, and the cost therefore is 
light.

We have taken occasion several times, 
speakin" of diversified industries, to call 
the attemion of our people owning river 
and creek lands, or wet land, to the great 
value of planting osiers 
We doubt 


whether at this time any orchaid or crop 
will pay so well, leaving out the fact that 
lands too wet foi cultivation can be used 
and made profitable 
There are in New 


York little townships that produce over 
1,000 tons of willows. 
Frequently this 


crop is sold green as cut, and bungs 
about S30 a ton, and this would clear 
about $ jOO per acre or more. Now, we 
have another idea . Whit are called the 
false banks on James river are very rich, 
and 
would produce osiers as thick as 


wheat, and of the best quality. The crop, 
besides its money value, would protect 
the banks and thus prove doubly valua- 
able. 
As soon as we produce willows 


and broom corn we shall have springing 
up in the villages basket and broom fac- 
tories, just as sheep walks and cotton 
fields are insuiing woollen mills and cot- 
ton factories —WuslitM/tcm Commercial.

attach to the proprietors of those mills 
for they themselves have been driven, by 
repletion of production, to the alternative 
of reducing wages, or shutting down until 
a revival of trade shall enable them to 
give fair wages for a day's work. They 
offer, however, to their operatives work 
at reduced wages;. and this offer the latter 
refuse, because of the prevailing idea 
that once the reduced scale was accepted, 
instead of being temporary, it would be 
sure to become permanent. Be this as it 
may, 
the stage of stagnation is fearful, 


and its effects wiclespiead, for, the pro- 
vision dealers, and the numerous callings 
dependent on this now idle and necessa- 
rily impoverished community, are all alike 
sufferers. 
They cannot get money for 


their stock, and they cannot afford to give 
more than very limited credit 
Bank- 


ruptcy for them is inevitable, unless their 
wholesale merchants are lenient with them 
under the peculiar circumstances.—Tex- 
tile Colorist, Philadelphia.
